REPORT  of  the  Directors,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Eleventh 
Ordinary  General  Meeting  of  Proprietors,  at  the  Crystal 
Palace,  Sydenham,  at  One  o’clock  precisely,  on  Wed¬ 
nesday,  the  19th  December,  1860. 


The  Directors  submit  herewith  to  the  Proprietors  the  Report 
and  Accounts  for  the  twelve  month  sending  31st  October,  1860. 

It  appears  from  the  Accounts  that  the  Income  for  the  year  fiom 
all  sources  amounts  to  £120,669  19s.  8ch,  while  the  Expenditure  is 
£72,261  11s.  6d.,  leaving  a  balance  to  the  credit  of  Revenue  for  the 

year  of  £48,408  8s.  2d.  #  # 

It  is  with  much  satisfaction  that  the  Directors  invite  the  Pro- 
prietors  to  compare  these  figures  with  those  in  the  Accounts  for 
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the  previous  twelve  months  ;  for,  by  excluding  the  Handel  Festival 
from  last  year’s  accounts,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Receipts  for  the 
past  year,  as  well  as  the  gross  profit  on  the  year’s  working,  show 
a  material  increase  on  the  previous  year,  and  this  notwithstanding 
the  very  unfavourable  weather  during  the  past  twelve  months. 

To  this  balance  of  £48,408  8s.  2d.  must  be  added  the  reserve  of 
£11,218  15s.  5d.  brought  forward  from  October,  1859  ;  making 
in  all  a  sum  of  £59,627  3s.  7d.  available  for  Dividend.  This  sum 
the  Directors  propose  to  divide  in  the  following  manner  :  — 

Preference  Dividend  and  Interest  on  Debentures  and  Debenture 
Stock  for  the  year,  £28,340  2s.  5d. ;  a  Dividend  on  the  Ordinary 
Stock  of  2  per  cent  (being  equivalent  to  2s.  on  each  original 
Share),  £20,055  13s.  9d. ;  leaving  a  balance  to  carry  forward,  of 
£11,231  7s.  5d. 

The  total  number  of  Visitors  during  the  year  has  been  1,531,951, 
being  an  increase  of  147,788  on  those  of  the  previous  twelve 
months ;  and  it  will  be  observed  that  an  improvement  has  taken  place 
under  all  the  heads  of  Revenue  arising  from  admissions. 

This  continual  advance  in  the  annual  number  of  Visitors  is 
extremely  gratifying,  especially  as  it  is  in  a  great  measure  due  to  the 
endeavours  of  the  Directors  and  the  General  Manager  to  induce 
large  popular  institutions  and  associations  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
every-day  attractions  of  the  Palace.  Such  meetings  as  the  Distribu¬ 
tion  of  the  Medals  of  the  National  Rifle  Association  at  the  conclusion 
of  the  Wimbledon  Match,  the  annual  gathering  of  the  Odd  Fellows, 
and  of  the  Foresters  (this  year  amounting  to  the  enormous  number 
of  nearly  69,000),  show  how  the  capabilities  of  the  Palace  are  becoming 
appreciated,  and  also  how  suitable  it  is  for  these  gigantic  assemblies. 

It  will  be  in  the  recollection  of  the  Proprietors  that  at  the 
Meeting  in  December  last  it  was  stated  that  the  erection  of 
additional  Dining-rooms,  including  a  suite  of  private  apartments, 
had  been  commenced.  These  haw  now  been  completed,  and  were 
opened  to  the  public  in  the  beginning  of  June.  The  total  Expendi¬ 
ture  on  this  Establishment,  including  an  entirely  new  Kitchen  with 
most  commodious  fittings  and  accommodation,  is  £7,000.  This  item 
it  is  proposed  to  charge  to  the  head  of  Capital,  a  step  which 
appears  amply  justified  when  it  is  stated  that  the  Rent  received 
in  the  present  year  for  these  rooms  is  at  the  rate  of  10  per  cent 
on  the  outlay,  and  assuming  the  additional  Capital  to  cost  the  Com¬ 
pany  6  per  cent  to  raise,  there  is  an  immediate  profit  on  the  transac¬ 
tion,  apart  from  the  indirect  benefit  which  cannot  fail  to  arise  from 
so  important  an  addition  to  the  attractions  of  the  Palace  and  the 
convenience  of  visitors. 

The  Directors  are  glad  to  be  able  to  call  attention  to  the 
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important  improvement  in  the  Eeceipts  of  the  Exhibitors1  Depart¬ 
ment,  which  more  than  maintain  the  advance  noticed  in  former 
Reports.  The  amount  of  rental  this  year,  from  general  Exhibitors, 
is  £1  1,270  15s.  4d.,  being  an  increase  of  £3,861  over  the  corre¬ 
sponding  receipt  in  the  previous  year.  At  the  same  time  it  is  grati¬ 
fying  to  observe  that  a  material  improvement  is  apparent  in  the 
general  character  of  the  articles  exhibited. 

A  marked  progress  has  also  been  made  in  the  Picture  Gallery, 
both  in  the  works  exhibited  and  in  tho  amount  of  sales  over  those 
effected  in  previous  years. 

The  Directors  reflect  with  much  satisfaction  on  the  visit  of  the 
French  Orpheonists,  under  the  direction  of  M.  Delaporte,  in  June 
last.  Notwithstanding  the  inclemency  of  the  weather,  and  various 
unforeseen  difficulties,  principally  connected  with  the  transport  of  so 
large  a  body  of  foreigners,  the  concerts  proved  highly  successful, 
and  afforded  a  great  and  unexpected  pleasure  to  a  large  number  of 
the  English  public,  while,  musically  speaking,  they  more  than 
answered  every  anticipation.  The  farewell  banquet,  with  which 
the  proceedings  were  concluded,  and  the  cost  of  which  was  defrayed 
by  a  Committee,  consisting  of  the  leading  members  of  both  Houses 
of  the  Legislature  and  other  most  influential  members  of  society, 
gave  the  visit  a  thoroughly  national  character,  which  was  widely 
recognised  in  both  Countries. 

The  Mendelssohn  Festival,  on  the  4th  May,  was  also  in  all  respects 
most  satisfactory.  Its  excellence  as  a  musical  performance  was,  as 
the  Proprietors  are  no  doubt  aware,  due  to  the  Sacred  Harmonic 
Society  and  their  distinguished  Conductor.  It  not  only  formed  an 
effective  opening  for  the  new  Season,  but  it  also  served  as  a  good 
occasion  for  maintaining  the  prestige  of  the  large  body  of  Chorus 
Singers  formed  at  the  Handel  Commemoration  Festival,  and  since 
kept  up  by  the  Society. 

It  has  been  for  some  time  apparent  to  the  Directors,  that  the 
Exhibition  of  1862  would  be  carried  out;  and  they  have  not 
lost  sight  of  the  desirability  of  arranging  with  the  Sacred  Har¬ 
monic  Society  for  a  musical  festival  on  the  most  magnificent 
scale  in  that  year,  to  which  a  slight  allusion  was  made  in  a  former 
Report.  Looking  to  the  fact  of  the  very  large  number  of  provincial 
and  foreign  visitors  likely  to  be  then  congregated  in  London,  the 
Directors  feel  that  they  are  justified  in  anticipating  a  brilliant  success 
for  such  a  festival;  and  they  are  therefore  turning  their  serious 
attention  to  the  necessary  arrangements  for  its  successful  realisation. 

The  Special  Case  arising  out  of  the  Award  of  the  late  Mr.  Robert 
Stephenson  on  the  matters  in  difference  between  this  Company  and 
the  Brighton  Railway  Company,  came  on  for  argument  last  Term, 
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before  the  Court  of  Queen’s  Bench.  Under  the  direction  of  the 
Court  the  Brighton  Company  have  paid  the  £3,500  awarded  by  Mr. 
Stephenson  as  compensation  for  the  non-construction  of  the  incline 
and  hoist  from  the  Bailway  Station  to  the  floor  of  the  building ;  and 
all  other  matters  which  were  the  subjects  of  reference  remain  in  the 
same  position  as  before,  without  prejudice  to  the  rights  of  either 
Company. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Proprietors,  some  important  events 
have  taken  place  in  connection  with  the  communication  to  the 
Palace.  These  are,  first,  the  opening  of  the  Victoria  Station  on  the 
1st  October,  by  which  passengers  are  brought  to  and  from  the  imme¬ 
diate  neighbourhood  of  Buckingham  Palace,  Belgrave  Square,  and 
the  Parks :  secondly,  the  opening  of  the  London,  Chatham,  and 
Dover  Eailway  to  Canterbury :  and,  thirdly,  the  passing  of  an  Act 
to  enable  the  same  Company  to  make  a  direct  line  from  Beckenham, 
through  the  hill  to  the  north  of  the  Palace,  and  thence  by  Dulwich 
to  Farringdon  Street  on  the  one  hand,  and  Victoria  Station  on  the 
other.  This  Bailway  Company  is  pledged  to  apply  to  Parliament 
for  powers  to  construct  a  convenient  Branch  from  Dulwich  to  the 
front  of  the  Palace.  By  this  branch  a  direct  communication  will 
for  the  first  time  be  opened  between  the  Palace  and  the  crowded 
districts  of  Brixton,  Camberwell,  &c.,  as  well  as  the  heart  of  the 
metropolis ;  while,  by  the  connection  of  the  Metropolitan  Bailway 
with  the  Parringdon  Street  Terminus,  the  districts  north  of  London 
will  also  be  enabled  to  enjoy  with  ease  the  advantages  offered  by 
the  Crystal  Palace. 

Five  houses  have  been  built  by  the  Company  in  Dulwich  Wood, 
and  let  satisfactorily,  at  such  rents  as  to  yield  a  net  return 
of  six  per  cent  on  the  outlay,  in  addition  to  a  fair  ground  rent 
on  the  land  occupied  by  each  house.  Arrangements  have  been  made 
for  the  erection  and  tenancy  of  another  house  on  the  same  terms. 

The  opening  of  the  Educational  Classes  during  the  present  year 
has  met  with  a  large  amount  of  support,  and  cannot  fail,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Directors,  to  exercise  an  important  influence  on  the 
increase  of  the  resident  population  which  is  so  rapidly  accumulating 
on  all  sides  of  the  Palace,  and  which  is  annually  adding  to  the 
number  of  the  Visitors  and  Season  Ticket  holders.
